CANADIAN HORSES FOR ABROAD 


The intensive efforts of the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture in the 
past in creating breeding stations for 
horses, particularly of the saddle type, 
are now being duly appreciated by 
other nations, and it would appear 
that at last a great horse industry 
may arise from the foundations so well 
and truly laid by the Dominion Live 
Stock Branch, by the Experimental 
Farms, and other associated divisions 
of the Department. Recently 
have been several shipments of horses 
abroad. Seventeen aCnadian half- 
bred saddle horses have just arrived 
at Bridgetown, Barbadoes, British 
West Indies, for the Barbadoes police, 
This shipment constitutes the second 
purchase of Canadian saddle horses 
by the Barbadoes government for its 
police force within & year. Several 
months ago 15 horses were shipped 
and gave such eminent satisfaction 
that the additional order referred to 
was the result. The second shipment 
to Barbadoes was purchased from the 
breeding stations at Ailsa Craig and 
Brampton, Ontario. The horses are 
bays, browns, and chestnuts, standing 
from 15 hands 244 inches to 16 hands 
and sired by thoroughbred 
stallions, 

Several inquiries have been received 
during the past few months from other 
various types of horses 
Canada. A few weeks ago 
19 draft horses were sent to Scotland, 
where they have given the utmost 
satisfaction, particular notice having 
been taken of their excellent all-round 
Nine of these horses, all 
xrade Percherons, were from western 
Canada, having an average welght of 
170) pounds. Ten of the horses, three 
of them Clydesdales, hailed from

THREE FACTORS THAT 
GOVERN SUCCESS 


The success of fur farming depends 
on three basic factors: good breeding 
stock, right location, and good 
management. Of these, to the be- 
ginner—and more particularly to the 
beginner in a smali way—good breed- 
ing stock is by far the most important. 
You may overcome poor location and 
lack of experience but only time and 
much wasted effort will improve 
breeding stock producing a poor grade 
of pelts, and nothing less than scrap- 
ping and starting over again with new 
stock will see one through where one 
has been unfortunate enough to ac- 
quire animals which are doubtful 
producers, 

It will be well for the purchaser of 
breeding stock to bear in mind that 
there are, roughly speaking, three 
grades of breeding stock—those who 
are capable of 100 per cent produc- 


tion, raising young year after year; 
those who produce anywhere from 25 


to 75 per cent over a period of years, 
raising young some years or raising 
a fraction of their litter every year; 
and lastly those which do not and 
will not produce. 

The last mentioned class—the non- 
producers—are of no use to anyone. 
The second, those who produce small 
litters or who are not sure breeders, 
may, if they are exceptional animals 
in other ways, be nursed along for a 
time by the large ranches who must 
keep quantity of production in mind 
so as to fully use their pens and 
equipment, but the beginner has no 
business with any but 100 per cent 
producers. 

In the first place, the beginner can- 
not afford to lose all or part of his 
pups; a setback in the first year, 
when*he may be hard-pressed finan- 
cially, fay easily have disastrous 
results. And more than that, he is 
dependent on results for experience, 
and the loss of several litters in spite 
of the fact that he has faithfully. fol- 


lowed instructions is not only dis- 
heartening but also highly confusing. 
He knows not whom to blame nor 


what to’ correct. 

So far as foxes and mink are con- 
cerned, the raising of average litters 
is not the result of chance on the one 
hand nor of knowing how on the other. 
It is primarily the result of having 
breeding stock descended from good 
producers. We started some years 
they 
had not been average producers be- 
fore we took them over. The first 
year we had much better results and 
were quite ready to point to the effect 
of different care and feed. The next 
year we got it “in the neck,” and it 
was only at the end of the next 
whelping season that we were down 
to bedrock, where we should have 
been on the start. One vixen only of 
the original stock was a consistent 
producer. Not only that, but her 
stock were producers, The others ran 
all the way from 50 per. cent to 
nothing; in the case of the poor pro- 
ducers their stock inherited their bad 
points and were just as uncertain. 


Strange as it may seem, in spite of 
all that has been written of quiet and 
nervous foxes, the raising of young 
does not seem to depend wholly on 
this. Of course one must have rea- 
sonably quiet surroundings and prac- 
tice reasonable care, But you may 
have a vixen who will eat out of your 
hand all year and yet kill her pups 
right in front of you as soon as they 
are born; on the other hand, a seem- 
ingly nervous vixen which you see 
only occasionally may have the mother 
instinct and be a consistent producer. 
Luggers—that is those vixens who on 
the slightest pretext rush.around the 
pen with their pups and end by killing 
them or wearing them out—are born 
rather than made. Pelting is the only 
sure cure; there are too many good 
foxes to waste time and space on

raise their pups. Why waste 4 year's 
work on the chance of being able to 
erab a few pups and raise them on 
a cat? 

There is only one test which can at 
present be applied to breeding stock, 
both foxes and mink; know the 
history of their antecedents and refuse 
any but offspring of good, consistent 
producers, Don't buy a fine speci- 
men from a litter that just happened 
to escape an untimely end; let the 
other fellow experiment with them. 
There is plenty of good stock among 
both foxes and mink, But be certain 
that you are wetting good stock, not 
merely good-looking stock.

Cold storage facilities are available 
from eastern Canadian ports to all 
the colonies throughout the British 
West Indies. British Columbia apples 
are usually trangported across the 
Dominion by reil in earlots, placed in 
cold storage in Halifax or St. John, 
and distributed in smaller quantities 
as required by the British West 
Indies merchants as required through-

PECK OF DIRT 


The old philosophy which acquiesced 
in the idea that we must eat a peck 
of dirt before we die does not fit into 
our present practices of living. 

It is not long since the statement 
was true, however. Before the time 
when drinking water was purified and 
care given to the keeping of milk clean 
or attention devoted to the thorough 
washing of fruits and vegetables that 
were to be eaten raw, nearly everyone 
consumed a considerable amount of 


There is more than one kind of dirt 
from a heaith point of view—clean | 
dirt and dirty dirt. “Clean dirt’ is | 
the soil, dust, or other waste in what| 
we might describe as its natural state. 
“Dirty dirt” becomes dirty, or filthy, 
jand, at the same time, dangerous 
when it is contaminated or soiled by 
secretions from the human or animal 
body. The reason for this is that body 
secretions carry away from the vody 
any disease germs which are present 
in the body, so these germ-laden 
secretions impregnate the dirt with 
which they come in contact. 


The term “dirt” is also used in other 
ways. We speak of “dirty dishes” to 
describe dishes which have been in 
use, although there is nothing on them 
but the remnants of food. Such 
dishes are not dangerous unless they 
have been soiled, while they were in 
use, by secretions from the body.

Motorists Paying 
Heavy Price For 
Use of Roads 


The following statistics relating to 
Canada’s highways were furnished by 
the Montreal Motorists League: 

Automobile owners in Canada are 
paying a heavy price for the use of 
roads of which there are 393,320 miles 
open for Wighway traffic in Canada 
in the most recent figures of the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Of this 
total 91,311 are surfaced and 307,009 
are unsurfaced, All these roads are 
outside of incorporated cities, towns 
and villages under the jurisdiction of 
provincial highways departments and 
also such roads under local jurisdic- 
tion, 

The price of these roads to Canadian 
motorists in 1932 in the form of taxes 
on gasoline and registration amounted 
to $48,200,587, which Is collected, un- 
der the original plan, for building and 
maintaining roads. This amount was 
paid by slightly more than 10° per 
cent of the population who owned mo- 
tor vehicles in this year, 1,114,503 
registrations being included in the 
Bureau's figures, 

In the previous year 


the Bureau 


showed a grand total of 398,296 miles! 


of road open for traffic, so in the 
twelve-month period there was an in- 
crease of only 24 miles in the whole of 
the Dominion, while revenue from 
registrations and gas tax increased 
from $42,231,027 to $48,209,587 in the 
same’ period, 

Capital expenditures on roads in 
1982 showed a drop of $14,135,328 
from 1981, while maintenance expen- 
ditures in 1932 were 687,633 below the 
1981 figures. 

In the same period government col- 
lections in gasoline taxation and regis- 
tration fees increased by $5,978,560 
and last year preliminary reports of 
the Bureau show a further increase of 
$6,747,755 over the 1931 figurés for 
gasoline taxation and registration.

Religion Is Some- 
Thing To Live By, 
Not Die By 


Says H. R. Horne of Regina, Home 
Superintendent of Missions for Sas- 


katchewan and Alberta for the 
Presbyterian Church in Canada. 
H. R. Horne of Regina, superin- 


tendent of missions for Saskatchewan 
and Alberta for the Presbyterian 
Church in Canada, occupied the pulpit 
at Forbes Church on Sunday evening. 
He was assisted in the services by the 
pastor, Rey. E, A. Wright, 

Mr... Horne took his text from the 
first chapter of the Epistle of James, 
verses 26 and 27: “If any among you 
seem to be religious, and bridleth not 
his tongue, but deceives his own 
heart, this man’s religion is vain 
Pure religion and undefiled before God 
and the Father, is this: To visit the 
fatherless and widows in their afflic- 
tion, and to keep himself unspotted 
before the world.” 

Mr. Horne prefaced his remarks 
with a brief description of the deplor- 
able conditions which exist in the 
southern portion of Saskatchewan. He 


pointed out that last year an appeal 
was sent out from the same area 
where there was a failure of crops 


and that fifty per cent of the things 
donated came from within the proyv- 
ince. Just what would happen this 
year remained to be seen, but he was 
hopeful the necessary assistance would 
be forthcoming. 

Mr, Horne said that the epistle of 
James fits into today as well as it 
did at the time it was written, The 
text, he said, stressed the importance 
of the development of the Christian 
life, which should develop the same 
as the physical body, and the way to 
develop it was to develop in the heart 
spiritual things. 

Continuing, the speaker observed 
that people should endeavor to control 
circumstances and not allow cireum- 
stances to control them, Self-control 
was another lessun taught by the text, 


and that in all relationships of life 
faith should animate people's lives. 
He contended that it was the easiest 


thing in the world to seem to be reli- 
gious, but if people have inner experi- 
ence of religion in their hearts it will 
have an outward expression, “It is 
not only easy to deceive those around 
you but it is to deceive your- 
self,’ he declared 

Mr. Horne lifted in 
ning against an unbridied tongue. He 
stated that the tongue is the test, 
because it could made positively 
dangerous or could made sincere. 
When the tongue utters @ thoughtless 
and bitter word that word is gone and 
cannot be recalled He urged = his 
hearers to watch the longue 

Developing his subject further, Mr. 
Horne said that true religion was not 
a restraint or vepression of Life but 
an inspiration and @ great expansion 
“Youth often think,” he said “that 
religion is a restraining, gloomy thing, 
This is an absolute misconception.” 

The speaker said that he wished to 
impress upon the congregation that 
religion is not an assurance for the 
next world, but it a working program 
for this world, Many people, he ob- 
served, treat religion a8 they do 
property insurance, and if they have 
religion or what they imagine religion
